HEROISM OF GIRL 
| SAVES THE LIFE 
OF BABY SISTER 


The heroism of Miss Sarah Owen, of 
No. 181 East North avenue, yeste 
afternoon, shown in fighting off an 
infuriated bull-terrier, Which repeated- 
ly lunged at the throat and face of 
her little baby sister, Mary Owen, 22 
months old, probably saved the life of

Police officers were summoned and 
John Owen, the father of the little 
girl, hurried to the scene of the at- 
tack. However, no arrest was made, 
as Mr. Strong, according to Miss Uwen, 
did everything in his power to aid 
her in the relief of the baby’s pain. 

The dog was penned up and if any 
complications set in that would indi- 
cate that thé dog was rabid in any de- 
gree, it will be killed and an exami- 
nation made of its head to determine 
this point.

GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY COUNTER ATTACK. 


Paris March 31.—The Germans, in a 


fierce attack on French posittons 
northeast of Hill 295, in the Le Mort 
Homme region, some three miles east 
of Malancourt, gained a footing in 
some of the French first line trenches, 
but were immediately driven out in a 
vigorous counter attack, according to 
the French official communication is- 
sued this evening. The Germans have 
made no attempt to debouch from Ma- 
lancourt, which they hold. 

The offcial communication says: 

“To the south of the Somme the 
enemy, after artillery, preparation, at- 
tempted a series of attacks in force 
against our small command in the 
region of Dompierre. All their at- 
tempts failed.

FOR COMPLETE "PROOF. 

Washington, March 81.— President 
Wilson and his cabinet: today discuss- 
ed- the evidence thus far received by 
the state department in the cases of 
recent disasters to merchant ships car- 
rying American..citizens. In the ab- 
sence of conclusive proof of subma- 
rine attacks no action was taken. 

It is understood that the course to 
be pursued by the United States, should 
the indications be sustained by evi- 
dence now being gathered, was consid- 
ered at length. After the meeting it 
was authoritatively indicated that no 
step involving serious consequences 
was imminent: that the administration 
was determined to proceed only after 
defimite facts were before it, and that 
there would be no action unless there 
Was positive proof that a submarine 
commander had acted in violation of 
the principles of international law. 

Secretary Lansing made it clear that 
he believed four or five days might 
elapse before the desired information 
was received. A press dispatch from 
Berlin announcing that Ambassador 
Gerard had presented to the Berlin for- 
eign office an inquiry as to whether 
a German submarine had attacked the 
Sussex or the British horse ship Eng- 
lishman was read with interest in of- 
ficial circles. 

The statement in the dispatch that 
the reply might be delayed bore out 
the opinion of officials that all the 
German submarines on cruises at the 
time of the disaster had not reported. 

It was said at the state department 


garding any of the cases under inves- 
tigation had been received during the 
day. 

Although some officials believe that 
the Sussex, the Englishman, and oth- 
er vessels attacked recently were 
torpedoed by German submarines, it 
was agreed at the cabinet meeting 
that no conclusive evidence was in the 
hands é6f, the American government. 

Officials reiterated that if conclusive 
proof were found serious consequences 
probably would follow. They took the 
view, however, that a break of rela- 
tions with Germany was dy no meats 
Inevitable. 

As the cabinet assembled it wae plain 
that while all the members regarded 
the submarine situation as grave they 
did not regard it as imminent. All the 
secretaries except McAdoo, Lane and 
Daniels were present. None of. those 
who attended were inclined to view 
the situation as critical. 


GERMAN REPLY . 


TO HOLLAND. 

London, March 31.—The text of he 
German government's announcement to 
The Netherlands regarding submarine 
warfare, as given out by the Dutch 
ministry of foreign affairs, is forward- 
ed by Reuter’s correspondent at The 
Hague under date of March 29, as fol- 
lows: 

“The principles taid down by. the im- 
perial government with regard to sub- 
marine -warfare, As ‘communicated to 
neutral governments, are in no way al- 
tered, except that fnstructions respect- 
ing the treatment of armed merchant- 
men have been more clearly defined.

ultimate capital of from $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000" to produce gasoline and 
other products of petroleum, with the 
purpose of “demonstrating that gaso- 
line can be produced and sold at a 
profit at a price somewhat lower than 
that now prevailing and within the 
means of all users of automobiles and 
motor. boats.” 

Conferences of automobile manufac- 
turers and men engaged in oil produc- 
tion have been held here recently and 
have been attended by Alfred Reeves, 
general manager of the National Au- 
tumobile Chamber of Commerce; S. A.

Dies Del., March 31.— Ernest Schil- 
ler, the young German who single hand- 
ed captured the British steamer Ma- 
toppo and terrorized her crew of 56 
men on the high seas Wednesday, was 
taken by automobile to Harrington to- 
night because of alleged threats to res- 
cue him. Detectives said they had pos- 
itive information that attempts would 
be made to liberate the prisoner. Schil- 
ler will be taken to New York later by 
train. 

Schiller readily consented to go to 
New. York, saying that he would do 
‘anything to keep out of the hands of 
British officials. Schiller was given 
a hearing before a justice of the peace 
today and made a detailed statement 
as to his motives in starting what he 
termed a privateering expedition. Re- 
venge against England for arresting 
him as a spy as well as the spoils he 
expected to secure, he declared, were. 
the impelling motives. He was uner- 
tain, he said, whether the four men HG 
had picked to accompany him had hid- 
den on another vessel or had abandon- 
ed the enterprise: 

Depended on Bums and Crooks, 

“They were not Germens,” Schiller 
declared. “I was the only German con- 
cerned, and only for my hard luck I 
would have turned a better trick than 
even the Modwe did when she captur- 
ed the Appam. I was terribly handi- 
capbed by depending on bums and 
crooks to assist me. 

“In making war. on England I am 
guilty of nothing more than a breach 
of the neutrality laws of this country. 
I was peacefully practicing my profes-

I spent some 
time in Danbury, New Haven and 
Bridgeport, Conn., and finally went to 
Boston, where I secured employment 
with a textile company.

“To the west of the Meuse the activ- 
ity of the artillery has slackened. In 
the region of Malancourt the enemy 
made no attempt during the day to de- 
bouch from the village. 

“In the region of Le Mort Homme, 
after a violent bombardment, the enemy 
toward 6 o’clock in the evening started 
‘against our positions to the northeast 
ef Cote 295, a strong attack, .accom- 
panied with a barrier of laerimosal 
shells. The Germans succeeded for a 
moment in getting a footing in some 
elements of our first lines, but were 
driven out through a vigorous counter 
attack by our troops. Another attack, 
dtrected a little later to the west of 
the same position, failed completely. 

“To the east of the Meuse and in the 
Woevre there has been moderate agtil- 
lery activity. 

“In the forest of Apremont we have 
bombarded enemy cantonments at 
Varvinay. Our fire against a German 
battery in action caused several cais- 
sons to explode. 

“One of our aviation pilots in the 
course of a spirited fight brought down 
an aviatik inside our lines at Soppe, in 
the region of Belfort.” 

Belgian communication: “After com- 
parative quiet in the morning the ar- 
tillery fire during the afternoon became 
exceedingly violeat,. especially in the 
sectors of Pervyse and Dixmude.” 


GERMANS TAKE 
MALANCOURT. 


Berlin, March 31.—(Via London.)— 
Capture of the village of Malancourt 
-in the Verdun region west of the Meuse 
was announced by the war office to- 
day. The Germans took 828 prisoners. 

The text follows: 

„Western theater: Artillery activity 
on both sides in many frontal war 
zones increased considerably during the 
clear portions of the day. 

“West of the Meuse, the village of 
Malancourt and French defensive es- 
tablishments on both sides of the vil- 
lage were taken by storm. Six officers 
and 322 unwounded men were made 
prisoner. 

“On the eastern bank of the Meuse 
the position is unchanged. Brief en- 
counters -at close quarters developed 
around French trenches south of Fort 
Douaumont. 

In an aerial fight in the region of 
Arras and Bapaume the British lost 
three biplanes. Two of their occu- 
pants were dead. LieuteXant Immel- 
mann thug accounted for his thirteenth 
enemy aeroplane. 

„Eastern theater: The Russians yes- 
jecting those parts of our fronts which 
they previously had attacked to very 
heavy artillery bombardment. 

“Balkan theater: a situation is 
unchanged.”

‘Washington. Army officers are sure 
that since the fight heavier forces have 
come up to support the flying columns 
and another action may have followed, 
of which nothing was known here to- 


night. 
Congress Cheered News. 

Congress stopped business and cheer- 
ed the news of the dash of the Ameri- 
can troopers. President Wilson sent 
words of congratulation to Secretary 
Baker and the secretary sent messages 
of congratulation to Major General 
Funston to be conveyed to Brigadier 
General Pershing and Colonel Dodd.

Man-hunt Has Narrowed.

FIGHT LASTED 
SEVERAL HOURS. 


El Paso, Texas, March 31.—Four 
hundred American cavalrymen, under 
the command of Colonel. George A. 
Dodd, galloping down from the slopes 
of the great continental divide, have. 
allen on the main 2 of Francisco 
illa’s bandits at the San Geronimo 
ranch, scattering them in many direc- 
tions and driving the bandit chief, 
wounded and crippled, to seek a hid- 
ing place in the mountains. Villa was 
hurried from danger in a carriage. The 
fight opened at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing of March 29, and continued for sev- 
eral hours. 

The news of the exploit was flashed 
into Juarez today and sent a_ thrill 
along the border. For 17 hours the vet- 
eran colonel with his picked troopers 
of the Seventh and Tenth cavalry drove 
down the valley of the Santa Maria 
river. At the end of a 55-mile ride 
they fell upon the unsuspecting Villa 
camp, where 500 bandits were celebrat- 
ing the massacre of 172 Carranza sol- 
diers two days previously at Guerrero. 


Thirty-One Bandits Dead on Field. 


Villa, shot through the leg and with 
one hip shattered, was hurried from the 
scene, barely in time to escape the on- 
slaught of the Americans. The ban- 
dits made a brief but hopeless stand 
before a charge of Colonel Dodd and his 
troopers. Then they broke and fled, 
leaving thirty-one dead on the field, in- 
cluding their commander, General Eli- 
seo Hernandez, two machine guns, a 
number of horses, rifles, ammunition 
and equipment fell into the hands of 
the Americans. 

Among the known wounded is Pablo 
Lopez, Villa’s lieutenant in the Colum- 
but raid. The American casualties 
were four privates wounded. 

The American soldiers did not linger 
on the field of victory. For five hours 
they drove the enem before them 
into the wilderness of mountain peak, 
desert and .canyon, where roads or 
even trails are unknown, and where a 
misstep means death to horse and rid- 
er. They halted only after the chase 
had led them ten miles and the fugi- 
tives were scattered into little bands 
of half a dozen men each. That VII- 
la’s career has ended; his power brok- 
en and his death or capture only a 
question of Gare perhaps only hours, 

the inevitable conclusion reached 
here as little by little the details of 
“Dodd’s ride’ reach the border. It 
seems impossible that the _ crippled 
bandit can long remain hidden, even 
in the mountainous wastes in which 
he has sought refuge. 


Battle in Broad Valley. 


The scene of Colonel Dodd’s victory 
is a broad valley lying at the head of 
the Santa Maria river. On the west 
rise the barren foothills of the con- 
tinental divide and to the east is the 
trail, made famous by Villa, which 
leads through the Laguna de Castilla 
district to Santa Ysabel. It wag at the 
latter place that Villa killed eighteen 
American mining men, a crime which 
marked the beginning of what many 
believed to be the end of his blood- 
stained career. It was toward Santa 
Ysabel that he was believed to behead- 
ing when the troopers of the United 
States swept down from the north 
upon his camp. 

From the meager details which have 
reached here, Colonel Dodd’s men made 
their way unnoficed through the ar- 
royos, or deep gulches, which split the 
foothills in all directions, and were 
almost in the camp before the alarm 
was given. 

Villa is reported to have been in a 
small tent nursing his injuries when 
the crash of the American volley fire 
awoke the bandit to panic-stricken ac-

chief has on his followers is shown 
by the fact that their first thought was 
to save him. Unable to walk or ride, 
he was placed in a light wagon and 
Griven over the rough mountain trails. 

While thirty-one ef the bandits are 
known to have been killed, it is said 
the number may have been considera- 
bly larger. Nothing is yet known as to 
the number of wounded, although it is 
presumably in proportion to the dead.

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WALTON STREET PAVING. 
BEATEN IN COMMITTEE 


J. R. Smith Tells of Many Im- 
provements Planned for 
This Street. 

With Chairman Renfroe, of the street 
committee, casting the deciding vote,

$1,500 with which. to maintain repairs 
and other street expenses during the re- 
mainder of the year. 


J. R. Smith, appearing in behalf of- 


the property owners, addressed the 
committee and pointed out that there 


had been recently constructed a num- 


ber of buildings. Others weré now in 
course of construction and a number 
contemplated. He insisted that the un- 
paved condit on of the three blocks be- 
twee arietta and Spring streets was 
detrimental to the section. 

While discussing the matter, Mr. 
Smith told the committee that, in 
event they rejected wood ‘block paving, 
as asked for by a majority of the in- 
terested property owners, that he would 
refuse to construct a three-story build- 
ing, to front one hundred feet on Wal- 


ton.

The apron, which contains ali the em- 
blems of tͤe master mason, was pre- 
sented by General LaFayette when a, 
guest of Colonel Freeman in Raleigh, S 
N. C., in 1824. rin nite 

The apron, which is of silk fabric, |. 2 
was made in 1816, before the invention 
of spool thread, and is in a remarkable 
state of preservation. 

The LaFayette society, of Chicago, 
has made unsuccessful*efforts for sev- 
eral years to secure the relic, at one 
time having it sent to them for inspec- 
tion under a $2,000 insurance against 
iless. .

‘THE TOBACCO GROWERS. 


The tobacco growers of Virginia, Ken- 
tucky and other states are having their se- 
rious troubles no less than ‘the cotton grow- 
ers in the lower tier of southern states. For 
years the tobacco growers have been weight- 
ed down with the serious burden of an ex- 


pense of 45 to 50 per cént of the value of 


their produet in finally getting it to market. 

The purchaser of a bale of tobacco, for 
instance, deducts 15 per cent for wastage— 
the crumbling and chipping off of the leaves, 
the drying out of moisture and so on. Then 
there are warehouse and storage charges, 
inspection charges and others which mean, 
in the end, that the grower of a pound of 
tobacco worth 30 cents actually gets about 
15 cents for it. 

For years the tobacco growers have been 
trying to bring about some sort of an or- 


ganization among themselves which would 


remedy this trouble and relieve them at 


least of a®*large part 6f this burden. So far 


they have not succeeded, and the main dif, 
ficulty appears to be the large expense in- 


volved on the part of the big manufacturing 
companies in maintaining extensive and ex- 


pensive systems of inspection and buying 


at numerous and widely scattered ware- 


house centers 


It may be said to the credit of the big to- 


patee manufacturing companies that they 


realize the injustice of the situation to the 
producer and would like to find some plan 
whereby the grower might receive, for him- 
self, a price more nearly the equivalent of 
the, vatue..of: his product... They are ven 
now, it is stated, negotiating with some of 
the more prominent Virginia and Kentucky 
growers with a view to finding a possible 
solution ot this problem which will be satis- 
factory to all interests. 

One ‘suggested solution of the problem 
is a central warehouse system where the ex- 
pense of inspection and buying may be re- 
ducd to a minimum and where any surplus 
‘might be held in storage under proper con- 
ditions until there is a demand for it. This 
would reduce the amount of handling and 
there would consequently be less wastage; 
the warehouse charge could be cut to a 
minimum meeting the cost of operation, and 
the cost of inspection ‘and buying would 
be lessened in the same proportion in which 
one man would then be enabled, at a cen- 
tral station, to do the work of ten or a dozen 
scattered all over the tobacco territory. 

The problem is solvable upon a basis of 
system and organization, and it would un- 
dgubtedly be to the advantage both of the 
grower and the manufacturing buyer. Pur- 
chasing would de facilitated and the. pro- 
ducer would come much nearer to getting 


the real worth of his crop.

tauqua recently, and both referred to our 


| system of education and schools, but I think 


am correct in saying that neither, 


so far; has pledged himself, elect- 
ed, to urge in his message to. he 
general assembly, the enactment of a law 
that will require and compel every boy and 


if 


girl in this state between certain ages, say 8 


and 15 years, to attend school for some defi- 
nite number of months during the year, 
making a proviso, however, for children who 
have widowed mothers dependent upon them 
for support, or children that must depend 
upon their own labor for a livelihood, the 
proviso being similar to that contained in 
the child labor law enacted in 1914 and which 
became effective January 1, 1915. 

Georgia is one of the greatest states in 


the union; however, to hold that place we 


will have to begin now and lower our illit- 
eracy percentage and it has been most clear- 
ly demonstrated that there are some parents 
in this state who will not. allow or compel 
their children to attend school, therefore, 
unless we have some law that requires, un- 
der penalty, such parents to send their chil- 
dren to school, we will never solve this ed- 
ucational problem, which, in my opinion, is 
one of the most important questions now be- 
fore our people. 

For those parents who now require their 
children to attend school, such a law will 
not affect, and those who object to the law, 
for the reason that it infringes on a so- 
called right, need just such a law to compel 


them to give to their children a chance in the“ 


world, and a compulsory school law, if con- 
servative, will reclaim from ignorance the 
poor child who is unable to help itself, and 
if there is anyone who needs the protection 
and assistance of the law it is, indeed, the 
poor child living under those unfortunate 
conditions. 

My experience in assisting in briefing 
criminal cases that came to the supreme 
court of this state while I was in the office 
of the attorney general during the incum- 
bency of Hon. Warren Grice, I found from 
studying the record in each case that the 
chief cause of the crime was either intem- 
perance or ignorance. We have a federal 
law that is very rapidly driving from us the 
dope fiend, and eliminating the use of narcot- 
ics in every way possible and our prohibition 
law which becomes effective May 1, this 
year, will, to a large degree, eliminate the 
use of alcoholics and beverages. Now, why 
not, in an editorial captioned differently 
each day, but going after the same object, 
keep putting it squarely up to the candidates 
for governor, and as for that matter, cre- 
ating a sentiment that will force every can- 
didate for the legislature or state senate, 
to express himself as to his position in this 
matter, until one of the candidates for gov- 
ernor pledges himself, unqualifiedly, for com- 
pulsory school law, pledging himself, if 
elected, to recommend in his message the 
enactment of such a law at the next session 
of the general assembly.

New Jersey is a 7,500 square mile collec- 
tion of cities, summer resorts and truck gar- 
dens, situated just east of Philadelphia, and 
half a century west of New York, from which 
place it can easily -be reached by hiring a 
guide and taking a ferry boat.

New Jersey is one of the charter mem- 
bers of the United States, and was first set- 
tled by the Swedes, who mistook the mos- 
quitoes in its marshes for reindeer. It took 
an important part in the revolutions of 
1776 and 1910. It has recently become quite 
prominent, having produced not only a cham- 
pion football team, but a president. New 
Jersey has sent a son to the white house, 
and has had great influence over the lives 
of some presidents. George Washington got 
his start by emigrating: to New Jersey in 
an open boat, and eradicating a, bunch of 
imported fighters in the ‘revolution.

With the story of their operations 
reading like fiction, Postoffice Inspect- 
ors Berry and Graham with City De- 
tectives Cochran and Doyal, complet- 
ed work on the Harrison train robbery 
‘case Friday morning, the arrest of only 
ene man who escaped from Birming- 
ham. Ala., Thursday night delaying the 
climax of the spectacular chase. 

“Henry Grady Webb, formerly of At- 
lanta but up until Thursday night pos- 
ing as a big business man of Birming- 
‘ham, is the last man of the gang want- 
ed by authorities. Federal drag-nets 
have been cast all over the country and 
at a late hour last night his arrest 
was imminent. 

The man held at police headquarters 
in this city as. Jim Bohannan is Char- 
lie Harrison, according to statements 
made by the officers and his own ad- 
mission to newspaper reporters Fri- 
day morning. The story in much the 
game manner as that of the once fa- 
‘mous James boys, of Missouri hinges 
around the three Harrison brothers, 
Charite, Jefferson and Richard. 


Sixteen Years of Robbery. 


First operations of the Harrison 
brothers, said to be the original gang, 
were recorded by federal agents six- 
teen years ago, when a train was rob- 
d near Alabama City, Ala., according 

reports. 

Robbeties covering the sixteen-year 
period are laid at the door of the Har- 
risons, although a complete record of, 
all the hold-ups they are said to have 
figured in, cannot be obtained. 

Gradually as the gang operated, oth- 
er members were added to it, it is said. 
One, it is reported, was Carl Rentz, a 
nephew of the Harrisons who was ar- 
rested in Cincinnati after having tak- 
en a suit-case containing part of the 
unsigned currency taken from the Cen- 
tral Station, W. Va., train robbery, 
from this city to Grand Rapids. where 
his uncle, Dick Harrison, was living. 

Another late member, it is charged, 
was Ben McKee, who is now under ar- 
rest in Alabama City, and the other 
was Henry Grady Webb, the only one 
at large. 

The robberies said to have been com- 
mitted — the Harrisons, Rentz, Webb 
and McKee are in part as follows: 

Illinois Central robbery at Batesville, 
Miss., July, 1913, $1,400 stolen. 

Southern railway robbery at Steven- 
son, Ala. in September, 1912, $150 
stolen. : 

Alabama Great Southern robbery at 
Irondale, Ala., February, 1914, $40,000 
in unsigned currency - stolen. 

Alabama Great Southern robbery at 
Bibbville, Ala., in September, 1913, $2,- 
500 stolen. 

Louisville and Nashville robbery at 
Greenville, Ala., in July, 1915, 3500 


stolen. 

Baltimore and Ohio robbery at Cen- 
tral Station, W. Va., October, 1915, 
$100,000 in unsigned currency stolen. 

According to the Atlanta officers, the 
usual method of uncoupling engine and 
8 car containing the money was 
carried out, and after the robbery one 
or two of the bandits would take the 
money and the members of the band 
would then scatter to the four corners 
ef the country and “lay low” for sev- 
eral months.

Rentz was in Atlanta at the residence

Charlie Harrison was 
his residence, 33 Wells street; Webb 
was a prominent business man at Bir- 
mingham; Richard Harrison and his 
wife were in Grand Rapids, Mich.; Jeff 
Harrison was in San Antonio, Texas, 
and Ben McKee was at Alabama City. 
‘The Central robbery, netting . $100,- 
000 in unsigned currency, forced the

icers. In New Orleans there is a 
woman by the name of Bertha Clay 
who, it is said, acted as a go-between, 
keeping part of the money until the 
members of the gang would get in 
need and then disbursing it to them. 

Mrs. Richard Harrison, freed from 
jail on her husband’s confession in 
Grand Rapids, also is said to have act- 
ed in that capacity.

Four-Cornered Probe Into Al- 
leged Interlocking System of 
L. & N. and N., C. & St. L. 


into the alleged interlocking ownership 
of the Louisville And Nashville rail- 
road and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad in the near fu- 
ture was admitted Friday by Gover- 
nor Harris. 

Governor Harris stated that he has 
been approached by United States Sen- 
ator Luke Lea, of Tennessee, with the 
suggestion that the states of Georgia 
and Tennessee, and, perhaps, Ken- 
tucky and Alabama, enter into a‘ joint 
inquiry. 

Governor Harris said that further 
than a telephoné conversation on the 
subject, nothing further had developed 
in this direction in Georgia, but that 
it was impossible to say that such an 
inquiry would not be held. 

In the event of su action, said 
Governor Harris, the m od to be used 
will likely be a joint petRion from the 
states mentioned, or such of them as 
may see fit to join in the _ petition, 
calling upon Washington to institute 
such a probe. ä 

It is pointed out in Atlanta that 
should it be possible, through such a 
probe, to bring about a dissolution of 
the close relationship of these rail- 
roads, it will open a way for competi- 
tive bidding between these two roads 
and possibly other systems for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad prop- 
erty, the re-leasing or other disposition 
of which is now under consideration by 
the Western and Atlantic re-leasing 
commission of Georgia. . 

The fact that the Western and At- 
lantic provides an entrance into At- 
lanta would make it of peculiar strate- 
gic importance to both of these roads 
in event of a dissolution of their rela- 
tionships. 

The movement toward a probe.is gaid 
to be fathered by Senator Lea, who 
for many years has waged a fight 
against these two corporations in the 
state and federal courts and before the 
interstate commngerce commission. 

For the present it does not a r 
that the matter has taken on any defi- 
nite form at this end.

New York, March 31.—No fresh fea- 
ture developed in the cotton. market 
here today. Trading remained quiet 
and fluctuations narrow, with July 
ruling between 12.02 and 12.09, closing 
at 12.06.

Very little news seemed to be reaching 
here from the south. Reports from 
the domestic goods trade indicated con- 
tinued strength and activity, with 
prices advancing, and some of the buy- 
ing of old crop months here was sup- 
posed to be against spinners fixing 
prices.
